The municipality is reporting to both National and provincial on issues of Back to Basics, and we are more 
committed to ensure that the ideals are adhered to for excellent service provision.

I believe in a collective effort by all partners and I am most happy that the MKLM family comprising Councillors, 
Officials, Dikgosi, Ward Committees, Community Development Workers and all stakeholders are together in 
moving the municipality forward. 

We have just returned from the National Tourism Indaba 2015 where we launched our independent exhibition 
stall in partnership with Bakgatla Ba Kgafela Tribal Administration. This is one of the efforts to position ourselves 
as a tourism destination of choice and further stimulate economic development through investment 
opportunities with potential donors.

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Moses Mauwane Kotane 



Moses Kotane was born on 9 August 1905, Tamposstad, Transvaal as it then was, now North West Province (Pella 
Village) next to Tlokweng to a devout Christian family of Tswana origins. He received only a few years of formal 
schooling, but became an insatiable reader. Later, as a young worker, he enrolled in the Communist-night schooling 
in Ferreiratown, Johannesburg, where he became known for his ability to master the most abstruse political writtings. 

Moses Kotane became a well-respected figure in the South African liberation struggle, also respected by non- 
communist leaders. Walter Sisulu regarded him as a "Giant of the struggle" because of his logical and non-dogmatic 
approach. He was a leading member of the African National Congress at the same time as the South African 
Communist Party (SACP). 

Moses Kotane served as the African National Congress Treasurer General from 1963 to 1973 and was then replaced 
by Late Thomas Nkobi. In 1956-1961, Moses Kotane was one of the Accused persons in the Treason Trial alongside 
fellow South African leaders like, Nelson Mandela, Albert Luthuli, Joe Slovo, Walter Sisulu and 151 others. Kotane had 
a significant impact on former State President Nelson Mandela and was key in stabilising relations between the South 
African Communist Party and the ANC. 

Moses Kotane suffered a stroke in 1968 and was subsequently sent for treatment in the Soviet Union, where he died 
on 19 May 1978. Nationally, Mr Kotane was bequeathed with the Isithwalandwe Medal by the ANC in 1975. It is the 
highest award given by the African National Congress (ANC) which means "the one who wears the plumes of the rare 
bird." It was customarily only given to the bravest warriors, those distinguished by their leadership and heroism. 
Furthermore, a local municipality is named after him in his Province of North West. 

During the 2012, World Heritage Committee meeting that was held in St Pietersburg, Russia, and the DAC together 
with the NHC took the initiative to visit the graves of the struggle heroes and heroines that died during the struggle 
in Russia. The Graves of Moses Kotane, JB Marks and Irvin Jones were amongst the graves that were visited during 
that time. An agreement with the Russian counterparts was reached by then that the DAC would rehabilitate and 
restore the South African graves in Russia. 
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Moses Kotane's widow's, request to President Zuma requires a different approach with regard to the remains of her 
late husband. The approach to the graves of JB Marks and Mr Irvin Jones would have to be determined in consultation 
with the families and relevant stakeholders for which Cabinet approval would be solicited.

Desolate children and orphans in child care facilities right across the province will be visited by volunteers. Our 
volunteers will care for both children and old people in the communities, providing them with love and affection 
during these outreach campaigns. Volunteers will however have to give consent for the government to run a security 
check on them prior to being enrolled in the program. This will be to establish if the volunteer is not a previous child 
sexual and violations offender. Volunteers will provide these services across the province, distributing blankets, 
clothes, food, reading books and toys.

The aim of this Botsalano initiative will 
be to maximise on participation and leverage activities of the government's vision through a depiction of Arts.

5. Dikotla 


Setsokotsane will operate a feeding and nutritional kitchen throughout the province. This feeding scheme will target 
the homeless people, children, the elderly and affected groups as a result of being unemployed. This program will 
provide people with an opportunity to volunteer as part of feeding and nutritional kitchens by providing manpower 
and cooking the food for communities. The benefit will be to ensure that families do not go hungry.

• Conducting primary healthcare check-ups 

• Family planning 

• Rollout hydro ponies 

• Conduct training programs on food security and subsistence farming targeted at young people

MEC's Office Comments on MKLM 2014/2015 Draft IDP 'Review' Document 

1. Background 

Regulation 3 of Local Government: Municipal Planning and Performance Regulations No. R. 796 of 2001 stipulates 
legal procedure for amending the adopted Integrated Development Plan (IDP) of the municipality. Regulation 3(4) (b) 
further states that no amendment to the municipality's IDP may be adopted by municipal council unless the proposed 
amendment has been published for public comments for a period of at least 21 days in the manner that alloys the 
public an opportunity to make representations with regard to the proposed amendment. In accordance with the 
above - mentioned legal provision, the aim of this submission is to comment on the 2014/2015 Draft IDP 'Review' of 
your municipality. 

2. Comments on 2014/2015 IDP 'Review' 

The first comment is of the usage of the word 'review' instead of amendment. In accordance with Section 32(l)(a) of 
Municipal Systems Act (32 of 2000), the copy that must be submitted to council for adoption is supposed to be 
2014/2015 IDP Amendment, not 2014/2015 IDP 'Review'. For enhancing the credibility of the IDP of the municipality, 
the municipality is advised to utilize proper terminology. 

The second comment is related to the origin of proposal to amend the adopted IDP of the municipality. In accordance 
with Regulation 3(1) of Municipal Planning and Performance Regulations, only a member or committee of a municipal 
council may introduce a proposal to amend the IDP of the municipality. There is therefore, no indication in the 
submitted IDP 'Review' which member or committee of the municipal council initiated or introduced a proposal to 
amend the adopted IDP of the municipality. 

The third comment, which is related to the second comment, is with regards to clear identification and articulation 
of issues that should be considered for amendment. Regulation 3(2)(a) of Municipal Planning and Performance 
Regulations indicates that the proposal for amending the adopted IDP of the municipality must be accompanied by 
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memorandum setting out reasons. The submitted IDP 'Review' for 2014/2015 does not provide any reasons 
submitted to council to approve amendment of IDP as adopted in 2012. 

3. Conclusion and Recommendation 

IDP is a strategic plan that guides any development planning decision, and also a product of consensus between the 
municipality and its stakeholders. In light of this, parliament has approved a particular procedure for its formulation 
and adoption, while at the same there is a strict procedure for its amendment. It is therefore essential that you ensure 
that issues raised here are considered before adoption of 2014/2015 IDP Amendment document this year.

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1. INTRODUCTION 

1.1 Brief Description of the Municipality 

Moses kotane is classified as Category B4 Local Municipality which is mainly rural with communal tenure. Such 
municipalities have one or two towns in their area. It is one of the five municipalities constituting the Bojanala 
Platinum District Municipality classified as category Cl. 

Moses Kotane Local Municipality is bordered by: 

> Thabazimbi Local Municipality in the North, which is situated in Waterberg District Municipality of the 
Limpopo Province, 

> Madibeng Local Municipality in the East (Bojanala Platinum District Municipality, NW) 

> Rustenburg Local Municipality in the East (Bojanala Platinum District Municipality, NW) 

> Kgetleng river Local Municipality in the East (Bojanala Platinum District Municipality, NW) 

> Ramotshere Moiloa Local Municipality in the West (Ngaka Modiri Molema District Municipality, NW) 

The Municipality covers an area of approximately 5220 km 2 and is mostly rural in nature, comprising of 107 villages, 
2 two towns (Mogwase and Madikwe) and consist of 31 Wards. 

1.2 Purpose and objective of the process plan 

The Integrated Development Plan in essence the IDP is the main instrument within the municipality that guides and 
informs all planning, budgeting, management and decision making relating to service delivery and infrastructure 
development. The preparation of the IDP/PMS/Budget process plan is in compliance with Chapter 5 of Local 
Government Municipal Systems Act, 2000. It prescribes that all municipalities are compelled to undertake an 
integrated planning process, which is to be reviewed annually. 

The municipality has to ensure certain minimum quality standard of the IDP, which entails proper coordination within 
all spheres of government. The underlying principles below must be followed in the drafting of the IDP and the process 
to include the following: 

•/ A programme specifying time frames for the different planning steps 
•/ Ensure maximum involvement of all communities and stakeholders. 

•/ An indication of the organizational arrangement for the IDP process. 

•/ Mechanisms and procedures for vertical and horizontal alignment. 

•/ Binding plans and planning requirements, i.e. policy and legislation. 

•/ Ensure integrated and sustainable development is focused on service delivery. 

•/ Be directed at those in greatest need and strive to break down artificial privilege, geographical and 
institutional structures. 

The process plan is therefore meant to ensure the proper management and adherence to the key deadlines as 
prescribed by legislation. 

2. Legal Context 

2.1 Policy and legislative background 

The IDP process is regulated by: 

> Local Government Municipal Systems Act, 2000 (Act No 32 of 2000) 

> Municipal Finance Management Act, No 56 of 2003 

> The White Paper of 1998 
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LGMSA 2000, Chapter 5 and Section 28(1) and 29 indicate the following: 

Preparation of a Process Plan for annual review is reflected below: 

2.1.1 Section 28 (1) each municipal council within a prescribed period after the start 
of its elected term, must adopt a process set out in writing to guide the planning, 
drafting, adoption and review of its Integrated Development Plan. 

• Chapter 4 indicates that the municipality must through appropriate mechanisms, processes and procedures 
consult its local community before adopting the process. 

• The Municipality must also give notice to the local community of particulars of the process it intends to 
follow. 

2.1.2 Section 29 (1) indicates the process to be followed by a municipality to draft its integrated development plan, 
including its consideration and adoption of the draft plan must: 

(a) Be in accordance with a predetermined programme specifying timeframes for 

Different steps 

(b) Through appropriate mechanisms process and procedures establish in terms of chapter 4, as follows: 

I. The local community to participate in the drafting of the integrated development plan, 
and 

II. Organs of state, including traditional authorities and other role players to be identified 
and consulted on the drafting of the IDP 

III. The local community to be consulted on its developmental needs analysis and priorities 

(c) To provide for the identification of all plans and planning requirements binding on municipality in terms 
of national and provincial legislation, and 

(d) Be consistent with any other matter that may be prescribed by regulation 

Chapter 5 of section 25 (1) of the Municipal Systems Act 2000 indicates the following: 

Each Municipal Council must, within a prescribed period after the start of its elected term, adopt a single, all 
inclusive and strategic plans for development of the Municipality which:- 

a) Links integration and co-ordinates plans and takes into account proposal for development of the 
municipality. 

b) Aligns the resources and capacity of the Municipality with the implementation ofthe plan, 

c) Complies with the provisions of this chapter, and 

d) Is compatible with this national and provincial development plans and planning requirements binding 
on the Municipality in terms of legislation. 

In terms of section 34 of the Municipal Systems Act: 

A Municipal Council: 

a) Must review in accordance with its Integrated Development Plan 

I. Annually in accordance with an assessment of its performance measurement in terms section 41 , and 

II. To the extent that changing circumstances so demand, and 
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b) May amend its IDP in accordance with a prescribed process 

In terms of the core components of Integrated Development Plan, Chapters and Section 26 of Municipal Systems 
Act (2000) indicate that: 

An Integrated Development Plan must reflect: 

a) The Municipal Council's vision for the long term development of the Municipality with special emphasis 
of the Municipality's most critical development and internal transformation needs , 

b) An assessment of the existing level of development in the Municipality which must include an 
identification of communities which do not have access to basic municipal services.

3. The Annual Budget

was formalized through the promulgation of Local Government: Municipality Finance Management Act of NO. 56 of 
2003.

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12. Mechanism and Procedures for Alignment 

The provincial Department for Local Government should play a coordinating role ensuring that all spheres and especially 
sector departments understand the need for alignment and their role within the local IDP Processes. Alignment is realized 
from two levels: 

o Horizontal and Vertical

IDP Office liaises with various Municipal departments via the IDP Functional Team. 

The team consists of one or more representatives of all municipal functions and sub-functions. 

Horizontal coordination among municipal functions therefore takes place via the IDP Functional Team 

Vertical 

alignment 

Focuses on issues that affect our Municipality from National and Provincial Departments and other 
organizations. 

Coordination among Municipalities rests with various Municipal functions and cannot be regarded as the sole 
responsibility of the IDP Manager 

Therefore each Municipal function is responsible to communicate with their specific Provincial and National 
counterparts (sector department) and adjacent Local Authorities. 


National Acts and Policies further require Local Government to produce Sector Plans to be included in the IDP. This 
will necessitates a more coordinated and integrated information sharing and dissemination between both specific 
Department and the Municipality.

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12. Mechanism and Procedures for Alignment 

The provincial Department for Local Government should play a coordinating role ensuring that all spheres and especially 
sector departments understand the need for alignment and their role within the local IDP Processes. Alignment is realized 
from two levels:

Horizontal coordination among municipal functions therefore takes place via the IDP Functional Team 

Vertical 

alignment 

Focuses on issues that affect our Municipality from National and Provincial Departments and other 
organizations. 

Coordination among Municipalities rests with various Municipal functions and cannot be regarded as the 
sole responsibility of the IDP Manager 

Therefore each Municipal function is responsible to communicate with their specific Provincial and National 
counterparts (sector department) and adjacent Local Authorities. 


National Acts and Policies further require Local Government to produce Sector Plans to be included in the IDP. This 
will necessitates a more coordinated and integrated information sharing and dissemination between both specific 
Department and the Municipality.

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1. Local Orientation 

Moses Kotane is now classified as Category B4 Local Municipality which is mainly rural with communal tenure. Such 
a municipality is at most one or two small towns in their area. It is one of the five local municipalities constituting 
the Bojanala Platinum District Municipality classified as Category Cl. Moses Kotane Local Municipality is bordered 
by: 

• Thabazimbi Local Municipality in the North, which is situated in Waterberg District 
Municipality of the Limpopo province, 

• Madibeng Local Municipality in the east (Bojanala Platinum District Municipality, NW) 

• Rustenburg Local Municipality (Bojanala Platinum District Municipality, NW) and 

• Kgetlengrevier Local Municipality in the south (Bojanala Platinum District Municipality, NW) 

• Ramotshere Moiloa Local Municipality in the west (Ngaka Modiri Molema District 
Municipality, NW). 

The Municipality covers an area of approximately 5220km 2 and is mostly rural in nature, comprising of 107 villages 
and 2 two formal towns of Mogwase and Madikwe. The N4 Corridor which is the east-west bound road connecting 
Rustenburg and Pretoria runs to the south of Moses Kotane local municipality. The R510 north-south bound road 
connects Moses Kotane Local Municipality to the North.

1. Demographic Profile 

Moses Kotane Local Municipality population was estimated at 242 553 by 2011 Census compared to 237 175 by 
Census 2001. The Municipality has a predominantly African population with fewer Indian, Coloured and White 
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groups who are mostly residing in Sun City residence and Mogwase Unit 2. It should be noted that the recognized 
legal statistics to be used in developing IDP's is from Census 2011. 

Geographic information of households by 2011 was estimated at 75 195 compared to 61 759 by Census 2001 with 
the same total number of dermarcated wards. The Municipality is comprised of 31 Wards and is led by Council, the 
Speaker, Mayor and the Executive Committee. The Mayor is the Head of Executive Committee (EXCO) which 
comprises of 10 Councillors who are head of various departments and serve in portfolios. Total number of 
Proportional Representatives and Ward Councillors amount to 62 Councillors. 

The word demography?> means "Demo" - people and "Graphy" - measurement.lt is a statistical study of human 
population dynamics which focuses on population and spatial / temporary changes. Is regarded as a scientific study 
of human population primarily with respect to the following: Size, Structure and Development / distribution ("Van 
de Walle, Multilingual Demographic Dictionary 1982"), For some is data comprises as a "set of techniques by which 
data collected in census, surveys and vital registration system about: Age, and Sex, Births, and Deaths, Migration,

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1. Status Quo on Good Governance, Community and Stakeholder Consultations - IDP 

Municipal Manager and officials is less collective with Managers accountable to her and mostly linear. Generally, 
communication is through Supervisors, to Head of Unit, to Head of Departments and to the Municipal Manager, who 
then reports to the Council via the Executive Committee. The linear collective model is embodied in the actual 
communication: whereas collective decision-making takes place between Council structures, there is also sufficient 
provision for one-on-one communication. The administrative structure is headed by the Acting Municipal Manager 
with the following Municipal Departments: 

• Office of the Municipal Manager 

• Corporate Services 

• Budget and Treasury 

• Planning and Development 

• Infrastructure and Technical Services and Community Services 

IDP strengthens good governance, democracy through the active participation of all relevant and important 
stakeholders as plans and decisions are made in a democratic, accountable, responsible and transparent manner. 
IDP also helps to overcome the legacy of apartheid. Municipal resources are used to integrate rural development 
and urban, spatial planning to areas and to extend services to the poor or poverty stricken communities. Through 
the IDP process, municipalities are encouraged to promote co-ordination between local, provincial and national 
government, the three spheres of government for integration purposes. 

The different spheres of government are encouraged to work in a co-ordinated manner to tackle the development 
needs in a local area. Municipalities need to realise that communities belong to them and they need to engage 
thoroughly, robustly for services required locally. 

2. Key performance areas 

• Develop and oversees the implementation programme of the long term strategic development framework 
for MKLM 

• To ensure that the IDP is strategic, participatory and implementation orientated, to enable the MKLM to be 
responsive to the needs and priorities of the community with available budget 

• Ensure tat National Time frames regarding the IDP and Budget Process are adhered to, Process Plan 
development, to Council for adoption programme with detailed time frames, 

• To ensure that the development and review of IDP are in line with the Process Plan 

• Monitor and ensure that the IDP is aligned to and informs the capital and operational budget through, close 
interaction with the budget department ( the idp must must be resource linked and implementable) 

• To facilitate and ensure that all core components of the IDP are developed, integrated and forms part of 
the municipal IDP vision for the long term development of the municipality, assessment 

3. Processes Followed to Develop the IDP 

• Section 15.(1) (a), of the Local Government: Municipal Planning and Performance Management 
Regulations, 2001, requires that, in the absence of an appropriate municipal wide structures for community 
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participation, a municipality must establish a forum that will enhance community participation in the 
municipal IDP and its processes and in the monitoring, measurement and review of municipal performance. 

• To address the above MKLM opted for a wide community engagement sessions as reflected in the 2015/16 
Process Plan inclusive ofthe formation ofthe IDP Representative Forum as a means orvehicleto encourage 
public participation. The forum is also coupled with ward committee meeting's for larger audience. 

• In the financial year 2013/2014, the municipality received an audit quiry that indicated, quote from the 
annual report page 221: Strategic Planning Session - The local community was not consulted by means of 
a municipal wide structure for the community partcicipation in drafting the Integrated Development plan 
(IDP), as required by section 28 of the MSA and the Municipal Planning and Performance management 
regulation 15 (1) (a) (i). 

• The comment during the MPAC that was held on the 10 March 2015 by the IDP unit was that the newspaper 
advert reflecting the nme and date were not available as portfolio of evidence , radio stations engaged and 
tribal authorities and resolved that going forward all POE's will be availed for future audit. The IDP 2015/16 
wil be adopted by Council by end May 2015. 

• On 20 February 2015, an IDP Representative Forum Meeting was held comprising of EXCO Members, Acting 
Municipal Manager, HOD's, HOU's, All Ward Councillors and PR's and Ward Committee members to engage 
on needs analysis received, priorities, or to reprioritise community needs and projects. On the 11 February 
2015 the IDP Steering Committee meeting was held to inform officials ofthe identified community needs 
that would impact on their key performance areas.

The Key Task of the IDP Representative Forum 
is to enhance community participation in the municipal IDP and its processes and in the monitoring, 
measurement and review of municipal performance. The committee is expected to meet regularly until the 
end of councillors' term.

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8. Community Consultation Programmes 

The main consultation purpose of the Moses Kotane Local Municipality was to ensure that the IDP process was 
robustly discussed with all major stakeholders (internal and external) and the community. We need to ensure buy- 
in by all throughout this review process, through active participation during each of the consultation phases. 

The first phase I of the Outreach Programme commenced immediately after the portfolio and council adoption. The 
purpose we all know annually require needs to be consolidated to address the initial set of community needs/ the 
wish list and priorities as raised by the community. To also ensure that there is progress 

The above priorities will require alignment with mining, sector departments and all other investors interested in 
developing the Moses Kotane Local Municipality. The challenges that we have from departments is the development 
of departmental business plans and budgeting as per needs 

The second phase Phase II of the Outreach Programme followed the second engagement sessions by Portfolio 
Committee, management and Council. Community participation and stakeholder participation occured at ward level 
and also through combined regional meetings and stakeholder forums. We ensured that the IDP Steering 
Committee/ the Forum / Clusters of all 109 areas of Moses Kotane were engaged. 

The last third phase III comprises of feedback / challenges received from Communities due to lack of basic service 
delivery as projets approved IDP in Moses Kotane Local Municipal IDP. 

9. Tabling and approval 

Tabling and Approval were done within the legislative framework as required. Formal approval of the 2015/16 IDP, 
Budget and tariffs took place at the special Section 80 committees, Portfolio, Executive Committee and Council 
processes. 

10. Local context 

Moses Kotane Local Municipality as per local context, require long-term strategy to influence the IDP plans and 
implementations, we need to develop 2020/2030 plan, for the betterment and to ensure we achieve a better quality 
of life for all our communities. Municipal strategies need to be implemented i.e. : 

• LED - to make a conducive environment for economic growth, 

• To enhance prospects for corporate profitability, investment and job creation, 

• To improve information and networking systems and structures, 

• To ensure that we launch catalytic projects to accelerate growth. 

The development of long term strategy will ensure the achievement for economic developmental objectives. When 
consultations are done, below are highlights that need to be considered as raised during community consultations: 

• Basic Service Delivery 

• Safety and security 

• Skills ( capacity building) 

• Economic regeneration 

• Small, medium and micro enterprise (SMME) support (business start up) 
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• Investment facilitation and trade promotion.

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12. Priority no 8: Community Participation and Good Governance 

The above consultative schedule reflects engagement by our communities. The section will mainly focus on strategic 
objective to promote a culture of participatory and good governance. The municipality encouraged the 
involvement of the local community and to consult the local community about the following issues: 

1. The level, quality, range and impact of municipal services provided by the municipality, either directly 
or through another service provider and 

2. The available options for service delivery. The law places special emphasis on gender equity. 

3. It instructs municipalities to promote gender equity in the exercise of the municipality's executive 
and legislative authority. 

4. The law further accords members of the local community the right to: 

4.1 Contribute to the decision-making processes of the municipality and 

4.2 Submit written or oral recommendations, representations and complaints - to the municipal 
council or to another political structure or a political office bearer or the administration of the 
municipality. 

Communities have the right to be informed of decisions of the municipal council affecting their rights, and property. 
The municipality ensure maximum participation of its communities in the development of the IDP. The goal is to 
enhance service delivery aimed at improving the quality of life for all people who resides within the Municipality. As 
a municipality we need to ensure that all our stakeholders are engaged in all 5 five phases of IDP development. 

Our new story, our period of transition, is about building modern infrastructure, a vibrant economy, a decent quality 
of life for all, reduced poverty, decent employment. 

"All municipalities must therefore positively respond to the call of our national leadership to speed up service 
delivery and become part of the total solution in our country. We as the leaders of Moses Kotane Local Municipality 
must also start to write a "new story" - Batho Pele principle, and ensuring that Intergovernmental relations are 
addressed within Moses Kotane Local Municipality. Lastly we need to indicate how communication will be done 
throughout 109 villages of the municipal boundaries. 

13. Cooperation with other spheres of governance 

We are governed by law as the three spheres of government; the same law is emphatic on the need for local 
government to cooperate with other spheres of government. The Municipal Systems Act (Section 41) states that 
municipalities must exercise their executive and legislative authority within the constitutional system of co - 
orperative government. It further places an obligation on provincial and national spheres of government to exercise 
their executive and legislative authority in a manner that does not compromise or impede a municipality's ability or 
right to exercise its executive and legislative authority. For these reasons, the law requires that the planning 
undertaken by the municipality must aligned with, and complement, the development plans and strategies of other 
affected municipalities and other organs of state so as to give effect to the principles of co - operative government. 

Municipalities must everytime ensure that the new IDP is aligned with national and provincial government's plans - 
as well as other neighbouring municipality's plans. The purpose of the meeting was to allow provincial departments 
an opportunity to outline their development projects for better alignment and improved cooperation with 
municipalities. In addition, Mining houses operating within Moses Kotane jurisdiction were engaged in ensuring that 
their Social and Labour Plan is implemented and documented within our IDP document. 
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The law is clear on the role of political leadership in the plan for the municipal development priorities and the IDP in 
particular. The political leadership, especially the Mayor is supposed to provide guidance or vision for the 
Municipality for Council's term of office. The political leadership wihin Moses Kotane Local Municipality has 
participated. It was indicated above all processes were engaged in to ensure that Councilors are every time on top 
of issues about their ward plans. 

Key stakeholders engagements and consultations in the development of IDP within Moses Kotane Local Municipality 
were seriously taken. The result is as a number of meetings, consultations and hearing which were organised with 
all interested parties. Key amongst these parties have been IDP Rep Forum in which national and provincial 
departments, organised business, traditional leadership, councillors, and members of the community were in 
attendance. Below we provide analysis of these engagements. 

Section 35 states that an integrated development plan adopted by the council of a municipality- 

"(a) is the principal strategic planning instrument which guides and informs all planning and Development, and all 
decisions with regard to planning, management and development, in the Municipality: 

(a) binds the municipality in the exercise of its executive authority, except to the extent of any 
inconsistency 

(b) Between a municipality's integrated development plan and national or provincial legislation, in which 
case such legislation prevails; and 

(c) Binds all other persons to the extent that those parts of the integrated development plan that impose 
duties or affect the rights of those persons have been passed as a by-law". 

14. Provincial context 

15. National context 

Moses Kotane consideres the challenges facing South Africa and the strategies that are set in place to be addressed. 
In late 2004, in a meeting between the national Minister for Provincial and Local Government and provincial MECs 
for local government targets for 2014 were defined as: 

• The reduction of unemployment by half; 

• The reduction of poverty by half; 

• The provision of skills required by the economy; 

• Ensuring that all South Africans are able to fully exercise their constitutional rights and enjoy the 
full dignity of freedom; 

• The provision of a compassionate government service to the people; 

• Improved services to achieve a better national health profile and reduction of preventable causes 
of death, including violent crimes and road accidents; 

• Significantly reducing the number of serious and priority crimes and cases awaiting trial; and 

• Positioning South Africa strategically as an effective force in global relations. 

The three spheres of government must work together for alignment purposes and to avoid duplication of services 
in our various villages. Bokone Bophirima came with alignment of the APP to ensure programmes are aligned. The 
development of the ward Based Plans also a challenge as other information cannot be found within our stats SA 
collection as required by National Treasury. 
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An assessment of these local, provincial and national strategies shows a similar set of priorities emerging between 
the different strategies, indicating increased synergy between the three spheres of government around key priority 
areas of delivery. 

The three spheres all emphasise pertinent developmental issues on how as MKLM we are going to reduce poverty 
and increase basic service delivery in our villages (water, roads, electricity, housing and land for development). 
MKLM - LED unit need to build the economy through increased growth and job creation, especially through skills 
development, SMME support and BEE. 

The above and below are some of prioritisation of governance issues amongst all three spheres as raised by our 
communities and how our communities can benefit from issues of Supply Chain Management. MKLM need to 
deepen democracy and build an effective, efficient, caring and compassionate government towards their 
communities.

The Dikuno Tsa Sechaba Trust (the Trust) was registered in December 2013. Since then the Initial Trustees have been 
addressing general Trust establishment activities and potential starter projects. Among the issues discussed by the 
Board of Trustees (the Board) is the most appropriate response to the Tumela Dichaba Working Group (Working 
Group) recommendation that the Trust should facilitate the establishment of a local Development Forum, or at least 
work closely with a suitable established forum. 

As understood by the Board, the purpose of such a forum is to promote interaction and development cooperation 
between the Trust and local development stakeholders, including local government, traditional leadership and local 
communities themselves. In the spirit of Alchemy, the Board wishes to explore and discuss its local development 
approach and early project activities with a small group of locally-based advisors. The former members of the 
Working Group participate in new structure called the Development Advisory Group (DAG). The former Working 
Group members represent the main local government and community groupings, and that through their work they 
are familiar with Alchemy and the legal framework of the Dikuno Tsa Sechaba Community Development Trust. 

The main functions of the DAG are seen to be the following: 

1 To brief the Board periodically on Benefit Area social issues and dynamics, and risks and opportunities 
arising therefrom; 

■ To facilitate engagement between the Trust and local development stakeholders and potential partners; 

■ To assist the Board and the Project Development and Implementation Unit (PDIU) in the identification of 
development initiatives and projects aligned with the objectives of theTrust; 

* To advise the Trust and the PDIU on ways to promote development cooperation and integrated 
development planning in and around the benefit Area; 

■ To assist the Board to plan and execute local stakeholder and community engagement; 

■ To assist in profiling and promoting the Trust and its activities; 

■ To advise the planning and implementation of local development-related events, including a local 
Development Conference; 

1 To assist the Board with the mobilization of the Community Trustee selection process; 

■ To assist the Board to develop its thinking regarding the nature and promotion of a local Development 
Forum. 

1 A detailed Terms of Reference for the DAG is under development. At this stage we envisage around four 
meetings a year. We will make a modest consideration for participation available.

MKLM is bordered by Thabazimbi Local Municipality 
within Limpopo Province in the north, by Madibeng Local Municipality in the east, by Kgetlengrivier and Rustenburg 
Local Municipalities in the south and by Ramotshere Moiloa Local Municipality in the west. MKLM is the 
amalgamation of the former Madikwe and Mankwe Magisterial Districts that were established in December 2000 as 
a result of demarcation process and subsequently local authority elections. 

The municipality comprises of 31 Wards made up of 109 settlements of which only two constitute small towns, 
namely Mogwase and Madikwe. MKLM covers an extent of 5220km 2 (±571 908.7 Hectares). Out of ±571 908.7 the 
municipality owns ±21 507.5817 Hectares. The MKLM population was of approximately 242 553 (STATSSA Census 
2011 ). 

The largest concentration of settlements occurs in a prominent band along the southern and eastern periphery of 
the Pilanesburg. These include the larger settlement areas of Mabeskraal, Ledig, Mogwase, Moruleng and 
Saulspoort. Other prominent settlement areas include Madikwe, Pella and Mokgalwaneng. Land ownership in most 
of the settlements within the municipality is dominated by permission to occupy (P.T.O) as most settlements are 
under the administration of Tribal authorities. As a result, the municipality collects and generates low revenue from 
property rates and taxes. 

The regional economy is dominated by the mining industry which forms the backbone of the provincial economy, 
contributing 42% to the GGP and 39% to the employment figure. Agriculture is the second most important sector, 
with 13% of the GGP and 18% of employment. Tourism is widely considered to have a majority growth potential as 
the province is located adjacent to Gauteng which is the socio-economic hub of South Africa.

The Moses Kotane Local Municipality compiled the Spatial Development Framework for its area of jurisdiction during 
2008. In line with the original study brief the document addressed the entire MKLM municipal area, but specific 
emphasis was placed on the urban component of the MKLM area, and more specifically the area around the 
Pilanesberg which included Ledig, Sun City, Mogwase, Bodirello and Saulspoort. The SDF thus had a strong urban 
bias. Due to the fact that the SDF was urban bias, it was then reviewed during 2010. 

As it has been mentioned only two urban or semi urban settlements exist within the borders of the municipality 
being Mogwase and Madikwe. Mogwase is the formal township located on the eastern side of the municipality 
where there is a huge potential for residential development and urbanization. The Spatial Development framework 
2010 has identified Strategic Development Areas where intense residential development is to be encouraged. This 
is mainly because the areas are within the urban edge as identified. Furthermore there is potential to link the existing 
infrastructure to that which will be required to service the proposed developments.

It should also be noted that Mogwase area has a central business district which is not fully being utilized taking into 
consideration the strategic location of the CBD. New investors as well as the provision of bulk services are required 
to allow for the full utilization and development of the CBD. 

While on the western side of the municipality there is Madikwe Township which also has a huge potential to develop 
and expand based on the availability of land surrounding the existing township. Currently the municipality is still 
awaiting the transfer of the farm Morsgat 189 JP to MKLM ownership. This will allow for the expansion of the 
township and provision for potential for mall development in the area. 

The municipality has since engaged the Department of Rural Development and Land Reform, the traditional 
authority as well as the Housing Development Agency for assistance in getting the land transfer and made available 
for the municipality to expand the Madikwe Township. Over and above the transfer of land the provision or 
upgrading of bulk engineering infrastructure is still a challenge. 

The Moses Kotane IDP has identified four informal settlements, namely Sifikile (Qwetsheza), Lerome South, Unit 8 
and Ledig within its area of jurisdiction and they are all prioritised for funding by the National Department of Human 
Settlement in terms of Mining Towns and Distress National Presidential Priority Intervention. These informal 
settlements were established due to the high demand for housing development particularly in the eastern part of 
the municipality. This is mainly because of the employment opportunities that exist from the mining development 
that are being established in close proximity to these areas. The funding will assist in the provision of a Programme 
and Technical support in respect to the Mining Towns and Distress. Currently The Department of Human Settlement 
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together with The Housing Development Agency has appointed service providers to provide technical support that 
will include the following: 

1. Settlement enumeration 

2. Household demographic details 

3. Settlement condition analysis 

4. Planning implications 

5. Proposed livelihoods programme 

6. Development of a Municipal Informal Settlement Upgrading and Strategy 

7. Development of Informal Settlements Integrated Programme 

8. Production of four Upgrading Plans 

It is anticipated that the study will assist the Municipality together with the Department of Human Settlement in the 
Upgrading of the identified settlements.

It should be noted that the municipality is characterized by a dispersed type of settlements, where most settlements 
are accessible only by gravel roads which are generally in urgent need of maintenance. This situation has and will 
contribute towards the isolation of the area; which in turn hampers the economic growth of the region, undermine 
the regions potential as tourist destination, contributes to security problems and negatively affects access to 
education and health facilities.

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The proposed Pilanesburg/ Madikwe Corridor (Heritage Park) represents major new tourism initiative within the 
Moses Kotane Local Municipality. The initiative has the potential to act as a catalyst for greater economic investment 
into the municipality. Other than the Pilanesburg Nature Reserve and the Sun City / Lost City complex which are the 
main tourist centres in the municipality there are other smaller isolated nature reserves like the Madikwe, Impala, 
Kwa Maritane, Manyane and Bakgatla Game Reserves. Other tourism facilities comprise of the Molatedi Dam, 
Madikwe Dam, the Roodeval farm and the Kolotwane River Valley.

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In order to create an enabling Spatial Development Framework for the municipality, which will facilitate the 
restructuring of the municipality's unsustainable structure into one that promotes the efficient, equitable and 
sustainable provision of community infrastructure and services? The SDF is structured around a number of 
development objectives that include: 

• To protect, enhance and manage the natural environmental resources in the municipality in order to ensure 
a sustainable equilibrium between the mining, tourism and agriculture industries in the area; 

• To utilize the Pilanesburg (primary) and Molatedi (secondary) nature reserves as anchors to promote eco- 
tourism and cultural historic heritage development (Holiday Resorts and "Cradle" and Cultural Historic); 

• To link the primary and secondary tourism anchors by way of a conservation corridor; 

• To maximally utilize the mining potential in the municipal area without impeding negatively on the tourism 
and agricultural potential. 

• To support the commercialization of small scale and/ or subsistence farming activities throughout the 
remainder part of the municipality; 

• To facilitate the implementation of a manufacturing hub and incubator network around Bodirelo, with 
specific emphasis also on agri-processing;

• To compile detailed Precinct Plans for the nodal points/service centers in the rural parts of the municipality 
and to integrate and consolidate the fragmented and dispersed settlement structure in all settlements. 

• To functionally link all towns and settlements to one another and to ensure that the main road network in 
the area is tarred. 

• To capitalize on the strategic location of the municipality, and establish regional and provincial linkages. 

• To ensure that all communities have access to at least the minimum levels of service as enshrined in the 
Constitution. 

• To focus on the Greater Moruleng area as the short term priority for urbanisation, and to incrementally 
expand to the west/north-west as and when the need and the bulk network expands. 

• To actively promote corridor development along the Ledig, Sun City, Mogwase/Bodirelo and Saulspoort 
axis. 

• To consolidate the urban structure by way of infill development (informal, subsidised and/or bonded) in 
the Strategic Development Areas along the corridor as demarcated. 

• To define an Urban Development Boundary around the Greater Mogwase complex in order to contain 
urban sprawl and to promote infill development and densification. 

• To ensure that Mogwase Town accommodates the full range of highest order community facilities in the 
municipal area

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6.1. Issues identified / challenges 

• Lack of provision of bulk infrastructure for new areas (Residential areas), poor and improper 
infrastructure is unattractive to investors; 

• Lack of low and middle income stands; 

• Delay in providing areas for development (land disposal); 

• Delay in transferring stands to beneficiaries; 

• Security of tenure in rural areas (Land Tenure Upgrading); 

• Slow development of urban areas; 

• Improper subdivision by headman's/ Dikgosi's of tribal land; 

• Illegal occupation of land that is owned or administered by tribal authorities; 

• Fragmented human settlements give a rise to the duplication of services, which is costly; 

• Most planning and development activities have been carried out in an ad-hoc basis, resulting in the mono- 
functional settlements; 

• Dispersed spatial structure result in unnecessary travelling transport cost; 

• Some areas within the jurisdiction of MKLM are situated in low grounds which is prone to floods during 
heavy rains; 

• Informal Backyard structures/shacks are mushrooming in some of proclaimed townships (Unit 1, 2 etc.) 

6.2. Strategies 

• Acquire land from state, tribal authority and private owners for the development of residential areas 

• Access funding for the development, provision and maintenance of bulk infrastructure - DBSA, HDA, 
Property rates 

• Review, Develop and implement a credible Spatial Development Framework 

• Develop and expand municipal cemeteries 

• Facilitation of land restitution/ redistribution process 

• Implementation and monitoring of the SDF 

• Develop land use policies and by-laws to deal with informality i.e. backyard structures 

Land status quo 

The purpose of spatial development framework is to provide guidance in respect of decisions and actions towards 
the establishment of integrated and sustainable towns/settlements and development in general. The municipality 
prepared and adopted the Town Planning Scheme being the Moses Kotane Town Planning Scheme, 2005 with an 
attempt to control and co-ordinate land uses within the Jurisdiction of the Municipality. Phase 1 of the said Town 
Planning Scheme was promulgated and only implemented on following townships Mogwase, Madikwe and Bodirelo. 
This was because the three were already proclaimed as townships. It is flexible to reflect changing priorities, indicate 
desired patterns regarding 

• Land use, 

• Directions of growth, and 

• Priority development areas, etc. 

Further, it does not infringe on existing land rights, and does not create any land rights, but guide future land uses. 
This is in sharp contrast with land uses which is tighter, dealing with individual properties and with the actual purpose 
for which a property is used. By studying land uses it is possible to identify land use patterns and these patterns will 
indicate influences such as the accessibility to minerals being the reason for a "mining belt" in a specific area. 
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Land uses should not be confused with land rights which are the statutory development rights applicable to each 
property. The municipality presently has one Acting HOU and three (3) interns to ensure that the spatial vision of 
the municipality is realized and the provisions of the scheme are compiled with. With the desired future, the 
municipality will require to fill 3 vacant town planning positions and two GIS positions in order to discharge town 
planning functions to the maximum. 

Development Corridor 

The major residential nodes and mines are adjacent and in close proximity to Provincial Road (R510), which extends 
from Rustenburg, Mogwase, and Northam to Thabazimbi. The majority of the mines are located between 
Thabazimbi/ Northam to the north and Rustenburg/ Bafokeng to the south. 

The spine for Moses Kotane Local Municipality is the Provincial Road. Other areas are villages and farmland that 
boarders the Municipality and will also boost Economic Development of the Municipality. Our LED Strategy would 
then seek to address an opportunity in terms of unlocking economic potential along those areas. Mining activities 
are located predominantly in areas like Ledig, Sun City, Moruleng/ Bakgatlha in Motlhabe area Pilanesberg Platinum 
Mine (platinum), Thabazimbi (cross boarder) for Mantserre Community, Swartklip JV for Bakgatla, Ga Raborifi 
Batlhako Mine, Xstrata Mine and Dwaalboom for Mokgalwana village which is also a cross boarder to Thabazimbi 
Municipality. 

The large area of the Municipality can be classified as rural with very low densities that makes the provision of basic 
services very difficult and expensive. Furthermore since the municipality is rural in character, security of tenure 
possess a challenge when coming to the development and upgrading of the villages. Currently the Municipality 
together with the Department of Rural Development and Land Reform are busy implementing Land Tenure 
Upgrading projects on five villages within the jurisdiction of the municipality, one in Ward 5 and four in Ward 6. 
Upon completion of the project, the five villages: 

1. Mantsere, 

2. Mogoditshane, 

3. Marapallo, 

4. Mantsho and 

5. Nkogolwe,) 

The five above villages will then be included into the Town Planning Scheme and proclaimed as Phase 2 of the Moses 
Kotane Town Planning Scheme, 2005. The municipality will continue engaging with the Department of Rural 
Development and Land Reform for funding relating to other villages where tenure upgrading is still to be 
implemented. Two community resolutions have been taken for Lerome South and Mabele a podi village. It should 
be noted that further engagements with the department, tribal authority and the community regarding the 
implementation of the tenure upgrading should still take place. 

Despite the municipality being rural in character there are rural areas where urbanization is slowly but surely taking 
place. Due to the slow urbanization process certain areas are now experiencing rapid growth in terms of population 
as well as developmental needs. Thus forcing rural areas to expand in terms of size and function. 

The recently opened Moruleng Mall and all other urban development project within greater saulspoort makes 
Moruleng to take the lead in terms of rural development. Furthermore the traditional authority is looking beyond 
just this phase of development. They are currently preparing their urban development plan which will transform the 
way planning and development of rural areas used to take place. 
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Other areas such as Mabeskraal are also following this direction were negotiations are underway with potential 
developers who also want to invest within the municipality. Over and above these areas such as Ledig and Mantsere 
have prepared their development master plans which will be used to guide development in the respective areas. 
There is a township establishment project pronounced by the Premier in Dwarsberg. The intention is to develop a 
new town that will work as a gateway between South Africa, North West Province and Botswana. 

Twenty (20) Fast Growing Villages within MKLM as in 2012/2017 IDP document 

The said rapid growth did not take place only in rural areas; even within the urban areas of the municipality the same 
growth was experienced. Due to lack of housing unit for rental accommodation in and around Mogwase, people 
have now seen an opportunity to develop informal backyard structures/shacks for rental purposes in order to 
supplement their income. It is worth noting that such type of development should be discouraged and dealt with as 
quick as possible as they have a negative impact in the formation, authentic and safety of the settlement. A thorough 
study need to be conducted in how best the municipality can deal with such informality. 

Therefore due to the said demand of residential developments three suitable areas have been identified and 
earmarked for residential development within the Mogwase Township where the following units will be developed 
in Mogwase Unit 6, 7 and 9. The investors have started with the installation of services in Unit 9. Phase 1 of the 
project in unit 9 is anticipated to be completed by end of the year 2015. Over and above the three areas in Mogwase, 
the municipality has over 4000 hectares of land which is suitable for residential development. 

The development of areas does not mainly revolve around residential development. Recently the municipality took 
a resolution to avail about 100 hectares of land around the Bodirelo Industrial Township for the development of the 
Special Economic Zone. This area will bring new opportunities in terms of employment, development and growth of 
the municipality. 

The main challenge that the Municipality is still facing relating to land and land development is that not all pieces of 
land within the jurisdiction of the Municipality are owned by the Municipality. Here is categorization of Municipal 
land: 

1. Part of the land is owned by State, 

2. Tribal Authorities and the rest are; 

3. Privately owned either by private individuals and/ or 

4. Registered companies. 

The second challenge is the availability and/ or provision of bulk engineering services. Based on lack of funding and 
lack of generating enough revenue the municipality is unable to provide bulk services to all possible areas identified 
for residential development and other developments. 

Another issue which causes the delay in the provision of housing and accessing land for housing development is the 
delay in processing and finalizing land claims which have been submitted against some of the properties within 
MKLM. Furthermore the delay is caused by the turnaround time that the municipality takes in processing land 
disposal application submitted by private developers, companies or individuals. 

Previously the Department of Rural Development and Land Reform (then Department of Land Affairs) transferred 
numerous farms around Mogwase area into the ownership of Moses Kotane Local Municipality. These areas would 
then be used for the expansion of the Mogwase Township and/ or any other purpose which the municipality may 
authorise. Below is a table indicating all farms which were previously transferred.

The farms listed as number 25-27 are farms where Residential and Industrial townships of Mogwase and Bodirelo 
are situated. All residential stands and other non-residential stands which are ready to be transferred to beneficiaries 
or state owned entities should be transferred as indicated and outlined in the Mogwase Land Audit report. However 
a full land audit for the entire municipality should still be compiled. 

1. Municipal Development Planning 

All planning by communities, sector departments, NGO's, mining houses and any other stakeholders or investors 
intending to do business with the municipality must be informed by the following: 

The Municipal Systems Act, 2000 (Act No. 32 of 2000) prescribes that municipalities should determine a vision for 
long-term development, development objectives for the elected term of the council and development strategies 
which are to be aligned with national and provincial sector plans and planning requirements. 

These legal requirements correspond perfectly to the requirements of modern municipal management, i.e. 

• Stakeholder engagement - all role-players in a municipality need a joint vision as a common ground which 
provides guidance to everybody - 

• The municipal governing bodies as well as the residents - and which gives direction beyond the council's 
term of office. 
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The council's decisions have to be orientated to clearly defined and agreed objectives. At the same time that will 
give orientation to management, and which form the basis for performance management and the accountability of 
the municipal government towardsits communities/residents/villages. The activities of the executive bodies of the 
council need to be guided and streamlined by strategies which are the result of a joint decision-making process, 
portfolio's, community consultations, executive council, executing agencies and all concerned parties involved (IDP 
Guidelines, 2001). 


Platinum Valley Special Economic Zone (SEZ) 

Background 

A Special Economic Zone (SEZ) dedicated to Mineral Beneficiation has been proclaimed for the platinum - rich 
Bojanala district of the North West province. To be known as the Platinum Valley SEZ, the special economic zone 
was established in terms of the SEZ Act of 2014. 


(a) SEZ Location 

The main Hub of the Platinum Valley SEZ is to be housed in a 100 hectare site of the Bodirelo Industrial Park. 
The Industrial Park is located near the town of Mogwase in the Bojanala District of the North West Province. 
The site will be developed in three phases comprising of the Logistics park. Light manufacturing space and a 
Heavy industries manufacturing space.

1. Environment and Waste Management Unit 

1.1 Project Proposal on Construction Environmental Education Centre: Background 

Though many interventions aimed at better environmental management practices have been implemented, there 
has been a greater challenge in terms of sustaining this due to mainly the need for a change of mind-set of people. 
This deliverable aims at providing facilities and resources that will raise awareness in environmental issues. 

The Project plan 

The activities involved include amongst other things: 

• The construction of environmental education centres with associated infrastructure 

• Capacity building programmes in line with the training interventions of the department 

• Community empowerment and awareness through the celebration of the Environmental Calendar days 

• Educational materials and other educational mechanisms for schools and public in general 

Project Location 

The Environmental Education Centre should be constructed in an area where it can be accessible by the scholars, 
environmental groups and communities. The possible areas are: Mogwase, Manamakgotheng, Ledig or Phela. 
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Open spaces play an integral part in maintaining the environmental integrity in most settlements. Overtime, these 
open spaces have been degraded due to a number of demands ranging from housing developments and other land 
use demands and at times end up being illegal dump sites. Projects implemented under this focus area contribute 
not only to the maintenance and the integrity of the natural environment but also plays a significant role in the 
biodiversity conservation, social and physical well-being of the human population by creating job opportunities and 
also providing food security through the planting of fruit trees. 

The South African Government made a legislation and the promulgation of the National Environmental Management 
Biodiversity Act (Chapter 3 of 2004) provided for the development of bio-regional plans wherein sensitive 
biodiversity areas would be mapped to inform land use planning and management of natural resources by a range 
of sectors and such plans would assist in identifying ecologically sensitive areas and improve environmental 
management practices. 

Moses Kotane Local Municipality 's townships has more open spaces that led to the increase in illegal dumping, that 
gives the municipality an opportunity to outline projects that will assist to overcome the problem of neglected open 
spaces. Mogwase Township has been identified to create the project in Greening and Open Space Management, 
and further ensures that use of greener technology is enhanced, land use planning and environmental planning 
decisions are strengthened through the incorporation of the alternative energy sources, biodiversity and ecosystems 
aspects in the local government planning processes. The development of an open space network is an integral part 
of shaping the community areas as well as a pull factor for investments in areas. Equally important, is the integration 
of greening and open space management into any developmental objectives and plans by municipalities. 

The Greening and Open Space Management intends to address the poorly managed areas such as unmanaged open 
spaces, illegal dump sites, eroded areas and areas overgrown with vegetation. These areas do not only attract poor 
waste management, criminal activities and health hazards. The transformation of these areas into recreational areas 
for the communities to relax and enjoy the natural environment. This will also improve the well-being of the 
communities. 

Greening and Open Space Management addresses the following issues: 

• Neglected Open spaces in communities 

• Illegal dumping 

• Lack of social resources 

• Improve the social well-being that enhances strong and healthy communities 

• Recreation for family and community gatherings 

• Empowering communities with historical indigenous information 


1.3 Project Plan 

Development and rehabilitation of environmentally friendly recreational parks, a high quality environment is an 
essential ingredient to sustainable human settlements hence there is a need for proper and well maintained open 
spaces. Open spaces are needed for spiritual enhancement, well-being, education and recreation. Well-developed 
and maintained open spaces do not only provide recreational opportunities to communities but may also serve as a 
catalyst for investments in such areas as they will serve as a pull factor to business opportunities.

2. Public Safety 

The Unit is currently operating with four (4) traffic officers responsible forthe entire MKLM areas on issues of Traffic 
law enforcement and Crime prevention including special operations e.g. Escorts or any other special events. The Unit 
is also responsible for the following in line with Service Delivery, Budget and Implementation Plan: 

• Conduct Road Safety Campaigns to all stakeholders and community on road safety issues including 
multipurpose road blocks, speed camera operations, serving of warrant of arrests or any other traffic law 
enforcement function. 

• Crime prevention campaigns in support to SAPS programs in line with National Crime Prevention Strategy 

• Support SAPS and other stakeholders in the establishment of Community Police Forums and its 
sustainability. 

The Municipality is currently in negotiations with Provincial Department of Community Safety and Transport 
Management to have the functions of testing of leaners and driver's license, including testing of motor vehicle 
devolved to the municipality not only for revenue generation but to also provide service to local communities. Once 
such powers are given to the devolved the Municipality will then expand the functions to Mabeskraal and Moruleng 
village for easy access to the service by people from surrounding villages. 
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Priority will be given to Madikwe testing center as a pilot project through the assistance of the Provincial Department 
of Community Safety and Transport Management in providing capacity as mandated by the Constitution of South 
Africa to have the fuction fully operational.

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National Budget Speech 2015 

Today's budget is constrained by the need to consolidate our public finances, in the context of slower growth and 
rising debt. And so we must intensify efforts to address economic constraints, improve our growth performance, 
create work opportunities and broaden economic participation. We need to achieve these goals if our National 
Development Plan is to be realised. On the one hand, our development path is limited by the resource constraints 
of the current economic outlook. 

On the other hand, it seeks to lift these constraints by strengthening public institutions, investing in infrastructure 
and our people, supporting innovation and making markets work better. The 2015 budget is aimed at rebalancing 
fiscal policy to give greater impetus to investment, to support enterprise development, to promote agriculture and 
industry and to make our cities engines of growth. Strategic priorities for growth and development as outlined by 
President Zuma in the State of the Nation Address on the 12th of February 2015, Cabinet has agreed on nine strategic 
priorities to be pursued this year, in partnership with the private sector and all stakeholders. They include: 

1. Resolving the energy challenge, 

2. Revitalising agriculture, 

3. Adding value to our mineral wealth, 

4. Enhancement of the Industrial Policy Action Plan, 

5. Encouragement of private investment, 

6. Reducing workplace conflict, 

7. Unlocking the potential of small enterprises, 

8. Infrastructure investment, and 

9. Support for implementation of the National Development Plan through in-depth, results- 
driven processes, known as Phakisa laboratories. 

This year, we received around 400 tips from fellow South Africans on the budget. Quite rightly, there are two main 
areas of concern. 

> Many people have concerns about public service delivery. For example, Asif Jhatham advises that 

municipalities should follow SARS in adopting electronic payments systems. 

> Marc de Chalain appeals for an improved work ethic and pride in a job well done in the public service. 
Mpumelelo Ncwadi suggests that youth-owned cooperatives should be supported to produce lettuce and 
herbs for local hospitals and schools. And then there is much advice to me on tax matters. 

> Christopher Pappas suggests that fast foods should be subject to sin tax. Mandy Morris says it is time VAT 
was increased to 15 per cent. On the other hand, Thabile Wonci proposes that young professionals should 
be exempt from tax for at least one year of work. Honourable Speaker, I will return shortly to these tax 
questions. 
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The budget documents I table today are designed to make our budget choices and their implications transparent. 
The processes which follow in this House, bringing medium term plans and programmes under the scrutiny of 
portfolio committees and subjecting Ministers and officials to Parliamentary accountability, are essential disciplines 
in the translation of plans into service delivery programmes. 

Electricity constraints hold back growth in manufacturing and mining, and also inhibit investment in housing and 
raise costs for businesses and households. Mainly for this reason, our projected economic growth for 2015 is just 2 
per cent, down from 2.5 per cent indicated in October last year. We expect growth to rise to 3 per cent by 2017. 
Consumer price inflation peaked at 6.6 per cent in June last year. It has subsequently declined to just 4.4 per cent 
last month, and is expected to average 4.3 per cent in 2015, laying a foundation for economic growth. 

Higher growth is possible, if we make good progress in responding to the electricity challenge or if export 
performance is stronger. 

The best short-term prospects for faster growth lie in less energy-intensive sectors such as 

• Tourism, 

• Agriculture, 

• Light manufacturing and 

• Housing construction. 

These are also sectors that employ more people, and so they contribute to more inclusive growth. Efforts to support 
these sectors have to be intensified. Progress in agriculture and manufacturing employment requires a constructive 
labour relations environment, and well-targeted support for emerging enterprises. While the manufacturing sector 
has largely underperformed in recent years, there has been an encouraging growth in investment since 2010, 
particularly in upgrading machinery and equipment. 

• personnel numbers, and 

• Financing of state-owned companies, where required, without raising national government's 
budget deficit. 

Compliance will be reported by the Auditor-General. The budget framework includes an unallocated contingency 
reserve of R5 billion next year, R15 billion in 2016/17 and R45 billion in 2017/18. This could allow for new spending 
priorities to be accommodated in future budgets. It takes into account that the economic outlook is uncertain and 
that both weaker growth and rising interest rates are possible over the period ahead. 

We are also mindful that public service salary negotiations have still to be concluded. We hope that agreement will 
be reached in time for salary improvements to be implemented in April. Over the next three years, government's 
gross debt stock is projected to increase by about R550 billion, to R2.3 trillion in 2017/18. Redemptions on debt 
issued over the past decade will add R190 billion to the medium term borrowing requirement. Net loan debt of the 
national government is expected to stabilise at less than 45 per cent of GDP in three years' time. 

These are key elements in the "back to basics" municipal development strategy. Economic development Honourable 
Members, our support through the budget for economic development is wide-ranging, as it must be if we are to 
diversify our growth and broaden participation. Innovation and technology change are at the heart of this 
development strategy. Support for the oceans economy has been allocated R296 million over the next three years. 
This will enhance our climate change research and management of ocean resources. 
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Government will continue to strengthen support for agricultural development and trade, under Minister Zokwana. 
The projected conditional allocation to provinces over the medium term is R7 billion. Access of emerging farmers to 
finance will be expanded, in collaboration with the Land Bank. 

Since the inception of the recapitalisation and development programme in 2008, 1 459 farms have been supported, 
and 4.3 million hectares has been acquired for redistribution. A further 1.2 million hectares will be acquired over the 
next three years, and R4.7 billion is allocated for recapitalisation and development of farms. Establishment of the 
Office of the Valuer-General in Minister Nkwinti's department will assist in the orderly implementation of land 
acquisition and redistribution activities. Employment and enterprise development Honourable Members, 
unemployment remains our single greatest economic and social challenge. Government continues to prioritise 
measures aimed at generating employment. 

The community work programme will be extended to all municipalities. Its allocations increase by 21 percent a year. 
As the NDP emphasises, realising the economic dividends of urban growth requires a new approach to providing 

> Infrastructure, 

> Housing and 

> Public transport services, while overcoming the spatial divisions of apartheid. 

This budget recognises the need to assist cities in mobilising the finance required for more rapid infrastructure 
investment and maintenance. Amendments will be proposed to the Municipal Fiscal Powers and Functions Act to 
clarify the rules surrounding bulk infrastructure charges, and ensure an equitable and transparent system of 
contributions by land developers. The National Treasury has recently met the Mayors and City Managers of all eight 
metropolitan municipalities to discuss how to accelerate investment, improve infrastructure maintenance and 
strengthen financial management. His advice is that "Government should encourage township investment. 

For instance, it could promote urban development and regeneration through accelerated depreciation allowances 
for new building constructions or refurbishment of existing buildings." National allocations to municipalities 
continue to be equitably allocated and aligned with Minister Gordhan's "Back to Basics" strategy. The local 
government equitable share was protected from the baseline reductions, to ensure that service delivery to the poor 
is prioritised. 

Allocations for water, sanitation and electricity in rural municipalities have been increased substantially. R4.3 billion 
will be spent over the next three years to build capacity and strengthen systems for financial management and 
infrastructure delivery. The collaborative review of local government infrastructure grants will give special attention 
to the maintenance of infrastructure, so that the gains made over the past 20 years continue to be extended and 
enjoyed by all over the life of these assets. 

Provinces that failed to meet the minimum standards will be prioritised for assistance through the on-going 
Infrastructure Delivery Improvement Programme. This allocation methodology will be expanded over the MTEF 
period so that all provincial departments continuously improve their planning to be eligible to receive incentive 
allocations. The non-payment of suppliers on time is a perennial problem that needs serious attention. This practice 
works against government's efforts to grow the economy and develop the SMME sector. Payment of suppliers within 
30 days will now be included among other SCM requirements in the performance agreements of accounting officers. 
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Minister Cwele has appointed an administrator to lead SAPO's turnaround. Development finance institutions 
Honourable Speaker, one of the strengths on which implementation of our National Development Plan rests is the 
financial health and capacity of our development finance institutions. At the end of 2013/14, their combined assets 
amounted to R250 billion, against liabilities of R107 billion. The Development Bank of Southern Africa, the Industrial 
Development Corporation, the Land Bank and other national DFIs will expand their loan portfolios by about 33 per 
cent over the next two years, including substantial investments in renewable energy, agriculture, and industrial 
infrastructure and beneficiation projects. Several initiatives are in progress to strengthen the role of DFIs: 

• A review of provincial entities has been initiated, aimed at enhancing their effectiveness and 
sustainability. 

• An organisational review of the Land Bank will be conducted under the leadership of the newly 
appointed Board and CEO, to enhance its support for emerging farmers and commercial agriculture. 

• The DBSA will take the lead in developing South Africa's municipal debt market in order to accelerate 
both public and private sector investment in urban renewal. 

The IDC aims to mobilise R100 billion over the next five years to promote faster industrial development, mineral 
beneficiation and agro-processing. Of special importance is the Land Bank's collaboration with the Department of 
Rural Development and Land Reform to bring rural land restitution and redistribution projects to full production. 
This initiative will build on the Bank's success in supporting black farmers through its Retail Emerging Markets 
division, which has financed over 400 projects and created 7 000 employment opportunities to date, without any 
defaults. 

The DBSA will continue to manage the Infrastructure and Investment Programme for South Africa, which is a 
partnership with the European Commission to strengthen project preparation and co-funding arrangements. It also 
provides support to the Independent Power Producer Programme, which will be extended to include new generation 
capacity from hydro, coal and gas sources to complement Eskom's baseload energy capacity. Co-generation and 
demand management initiatives are also being supported. 

Our economic growth initiatives have to be intensified. Preparing a budget under difficult circumstances is a 
reminder that our public services are many and varied, and that we rely on the efforts and good judgement of many 
thousands of public servants, teachers, health practitioners and law enforcement officers, every day. 

And our economy comprises a great diversity of: 

• Enterprises, and Factories, and Mines, 

• Service centres and Shop-floors, 

• Welfare organisations, and Trade unions and 

• Industry associations. 

Our collective future depends on the energy and enterprise of all of us. The 2015 Budget takes forward our National 
Development Plan and medium term strategic framework, recognising that the gains of our democracy have to be 
shared more equally and our economy has to be given greater impetus. 
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OVERVIEW OF THE 2015/2016 BUDGET 

Honourable Speaker, allow me to summarize the budget for 2015/2016 financial year which starts in July 2015: 

The anticipated revenue for the financial year 2015/16 is as follows: The total anticipated operating revenue 
amounts to R592 million comprising:- 

• Property rates of R69,7 million 

• Services charges of R140,8 million 

• Interest revenue of R9. 7 million 

• Interest on outstanding debtors R23.8 million 

• Traffic fines of R3. 5 million 

• Grants and subsidies of R343 million, and 

• Other revenue of R1.65 million such as sale of stand, tender deposits, Refunds from LGSETA and 
etc. 

The grants of R343 million stated above are broken down as follows: 

• Equitable share of R 322 million 

• Finance management grants of R1.6 million 

• EPWP grant of Rl. 4 million 

• Library grant of R400 thousnds 

• DWA for water assets R 12.5 million 

• Municipal System Improvement grant R900 000 

• MIG for Project management grant of R3.9 Million 

The total expenditure budget amounts to R686 million comprising of the following: 

• Employee related cost of R198 million 

• Depreciation of R105 million 

• Repairs and maintenance of R 51 million 

• Finance charges of R7. 5 million 

• Bulk purchase of R55 million 

• Contracted services of R30 million 

• General expenses of R166 million 

• Contribution to provisions/ Internal transfers of R72 million 

The total Planned Capital projects amount to R150 million which will be financed as follows: 

• Municipal Infrastructure grant amounting to R131 million 

• Energy demand site management grant of R5 million 

• Own surplus reserve amounting R13.8 million 

Provision of Water 

Water has remained the first priority in our municipality since the era of the IDP and still has the same attention 
because water is life, a basic need that one cannot live without.... 
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When presenting our strategy to address water crisis raised by our community members, I become very sad that as 
much as I would want to address it holistically financial resources at our disposal are limiting us to deal immediately 
with the current challenges. 

We know of the current assessment of water sources across areas. As the municipality we had to come up with both 
the short term and long approaches. As a short term approach the municipality is addressing water in this manner: 
The municipality has just approved construction of Mogwase reservoir to increase storage capacity of the current 
reservoir. At this present moment when Magalies Water Board experience challenges in their plant, the municipality 
experience challenges of severe water cuts due to the fact that the current reservoirs are not sufficient to cater for 
a surplus that can keep the municipality going if the bulk supplier's challenges occurred. Constructing a 7 Megalitre 
reservoir will improve the capacity of the current water storages and it is perceived that it will reduce timeous water 
cuts to our resident for consistent water supply. 

The municipality will continue with the integrated ground water optimisation project to the tune of R12, 576 
million targeting the following villages as beneficiaries 

• Goedehoop 

• Uitkyk 

• Mogoditshane 

• Ramokokastad 

• Kameelbom 

There are projects on ground water optimisation which refers to an inclusive project that looks at identifying of 
existing boreholes, testing for yield and quality. The boreholes are equipped and commissioned for augmentation 
of supply deficiency by drilling new boreholes which are also tested. Boreholes stations and pump houses and pumps 
are established. Once that is done, Application for connection for energy is done. Design and construction of suitable 
pipeline connecting boreholes to the reservoir is done. 

For the current financial year, eight villages, namely: 

• Mantserre, 

• Kraalhoek, 

• Mahobieskraal, 

• Moopyane, 

• Ramokokastad, 

• Mabalstad, 

• Mantsho and 

• Mmatau benefitted for the ground water optimisation project to the tune of R17, 100 
million. 

We are surely getting there in our question to ensure that we provide water as a basic source. It is indeed my pleasure 
to announce the Municipal Water Infrastructure Grant from the Department of Water and Sanitation to the tune of 
R9 million for this financial year. This will make a serious impact to address water related projects in areas that are 
completely without water supply or have been faced by interrupted supply. Moubana and Dinokaneng villages are 
the beneficiaries of this project and it will implemented through the ground water optimisation model. 


Let me also appreciate allocation of the Water services Operating Subsidy amounting to R12 .5 which will be used 
for refurbishment of existing water infrastructure. On an annual basis we refurbish the old infrastructure such as 
Pella Plant. This might be at a smaller scale due to Budget limitation, however it plays a major role in terms of 
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addressing water challenges in other areas. It contributes immensely in delivery of our mandate as a Water Services 
Authority. 

The Municipality has also procured five water tankers of 10 000 kl each to assist villages where there are shortages 
as temporary relieve measures. 


Our long term strategy on water provision 

During presentation of 2014/2015 financial budget it was highlighted that the former Minister of Water Affairs, Mme 
Edna Molewa launched a R1.6 billion multi-phase Pilanesberg Bulk Water Supply Scheme Project which upon 
completion, will increase steady water supply by the Vaalkop Water Supply Scheme. The project is currently in full 
swing and is expected to be completed in March 2016 to benefit the areas of the supply from Ramokokastad to 
Mabeskraal and to areas where bulk line from the Vaalkop Water Treatment Plant such as Mogwase and its nearby 
villages and Moruleng areas. 

The total provision of water projects amounts to R22.076 million are as below: Continuation of ground water 
optimisation of R12.5 million, Mogwase reservoir R2 million Continuation of Ledig reservoir implemented by 

• WeSizwe Platinum Mine, 

• Maseve Mine and the 

• Moses Kotane Local Municipality 

The above is where each partner contribute One third of the total cost of R21 million, in our case a balance R4 million 
will spend in the 2015/16 by Moses Kotane. The balance will go to the refurbishment of water assets 

Sanitation 

In the year 2015/2016, provision of R10. 8 million has been made to cater for construction of 1000 VIP toilets for 
the following villages;- 

• Mabodisa 

• Mmorogong 

• Mabe-Pudi, and 

• Koffie kraal 

Each village will benefit 250 VIP toilets. Residents must note that this is a multi-year program implemented in phases 
of the rural sanitation programme to instil dignity and health of our people. The programme will still continue to 
cover the areas which have not year benefited. My Humble plea to our communities is that please register your 
concerns during IDP process to assist the municipality during budget prioritisation and implementation thereof.

The total budget for roads and storm water amounts to R72, 3 million towards completion and construction of new 
roads and storm water projects in the following areas: 

• Pella Internal Road 

• Lerome South Internal Road 

• Mogwase Unit 8 

• Ntsweng Internal Road

MKLM is busy with awareness programmes education members of community on waste management and more 
importantly not to dump illegally as it pollutes the environment. Hence, we are now in the process of eliminating 
open spaces that cause illegal dumping and we will commence programme of greening our municipality. Cleaning 
programmes for the entire municipality is on track through beautification and landscaping. And this we are doing in 
partnership with department of Environmental Affairs through the Practice Learnerships and youth for waste job in 
waste programme. 

We are In response to the environmental and waste issues around Moses Kotane Local Municipality, a provision

Yes, the 
municipality has an LED unit. In support of local economic development programmes, the municipality has made 
provision of R1.5 million for the following: 


Tlokweng goat 

This is an ongoing project which in the 2015/2016 the municipality will be focussing on infrastructure development 
such as kraals, handling facilities feeding areas. The beneficiaries of this project are currently the employees and will 
create 10 sustainable jobs in the long run. In addition the breeding materials will improve local goat farmers stock 

MKLM sunflower project 

The project will improve the income of the owners of the land and for public at large it will create seasonal jobs. The 
following areas have been identified;-Khayakhulu, Bapong, Kraalhoek, Magong and Ramoshibitswane. 
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Agricultural marketing hub 

The project is aimed to assist in the production of agricultural products, and lives stock market. The target area is 
Mabeskraal and Makweleng. 

Tourism node 

The municipality has done the feasibility study in the 2014/15. Implementation is expected to unfold in the 2015/16 
financial year. This is a Tourism Information Centre, Brick making projects which will be resuscitated by the province 
Farmers support programme which is aimed assisting local farmers with production inputs and equipment's. In order 
to be assisted by the municipality farmers are urged to apply for assistance which upon verification of the farmer's 
status assistance will be granted. 

Indigent Register 

There were also questions regarding indigent subsidy registration and its benefits? Provision has been made to assist 
indigent households wherein 12kl water will be given to registered indigent households and 6kl to every household 
for free each month, 

Monthly 50kw electricity tokens are given to households registered as indigent. Households are encouraged to 
register in our database. Registration is done through ward councillors, ward committees, CDW's or alternatively 
visit municipal offices.

State of the Nation Address by His Excellency Jacob G Zuma, President of the Republic of South Africa on the occasion 
of the Joint Sitting of Parliament, Cape Town 

However, the situation is more promising on the jobs front. Two days ago, Statistics South Africa released the 
employment figures for the last quarter of 2014. The report shows that there are now 15, 3 million people who are 
employed in South Africa. Jobs grew by 203 000. Our investment in youth employment is also paying off. The 
Employment Tax Incentive which was introduced last year directed mainly at the youth, is progressing very well. 

R2 billion has been claimed to date by some 29 000 employers, who have claimed for at least 270 000 young people. 
I announced a target of six million work opportunities over five years last year for the programme. We have thus far 
created more than 850 000 work opportunities. This means that we are poised to meet the annual target of one 
million job opportunities. In addition, our environmental programmes such as Working on Waste, Working for 
Wetlands, Working for Water and Working on Fire have created more than 30 000 work opportunities and aim to 
create more than 60 000 during the next financial year. Compatriots, our economy needs a major push forward. We 
would like to share with you our nine point plan to ignite growth and create jobs. 

These are: 

1. Resolving the energy challenge. 

2. Revitalising agriculture and the agro-processing value chain. 

3. Advancing beneficiation or adding value to our mineral wealth. 

4. More effective implementation of a higher impact Industrial Policy Action Plan. 

5. Encouraging private sector investment. 

6. Moderating workplace conflict. 

7. Unlocking the potential of small, medium and micro enterprises (SMMEs), cooperatives, township 
and rural enterprises. 
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8. State reform and boosting the role of state owned companies, information and communications 
technology (ICT) infrastructure or broadband roll-out, water, sanitation and transport infrastructure 
as well as 

"Government also continues to provide social development support within mining communities. Other support 
includes technical expertise with regard to: 

1. Integrated Development Plans and the 

2. Development of Special Economic Zones." 

The mining towns are also being assisted with implementing the 'Back to Basics' municipal service delivery strategy. 
Indeed a lot is being done to build our mining towns. Government is also reviewing the compliance of mining 
companies with the 2014 Mining Charter targets. 

I referred the Mineral and Petroleum Resources Development Act back to Parliament to enable the correction of 
some constitutional shortcomings and others issues. 

Responding to business requests, government has synchronized: 

• Environmental impact assessments, 

• Water and mining rights applications and has set a maximum of 300 days for all of these 
authorisations to be issued. 

In addition, we will also establish a one-stop inter-departmental clearing house to attend to investor complaints and 
problems. The year 2015 will see further improvements in labour legislation to further promote worker rights. 

• The Labour Department will review the sectoral determinations of agriculture, forestry, private security, 
wholesale and retail sectors. 

We expect the finalisation of the Employment Services Act of 2014 which formally establishes a public employment 
service. The legislation also formally regulates the practices of private employment agencies and temporary 
employment services, to prevent the abuse of unsuspecting work seekers. In addition, the Unemployment Insurance 
Act of 2001 will be amended to improve benefits to beneficiaries and include public servants in the application of 
the Act. 

Small business is big business. Government will set-aside 30% of appropriate categories of State procurement for 
purchasing from: 

• SMMEs, cooperatives as well as township and rural enterprises. 

• We will also continue to promote opportunities for the youth. 

• The National Youth Development Agency has disbursed R25 million to 765 youth-owned micro enterprises 
in the last financial year nationally. 

• The agency has also partnered with the Industrial Development Corporation (IDC) and the Small 
Enterprise Finance Agency in a three-way partnership that has resulted in a R2,7 billion rand fund for 
young people. 

The year 2015 will mark the beginning of the first phase of broadband roll-out. Government will connect the National 
Infrastructure Development programme continues to be a key job driver and catalyst for economic growth. 
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• Water is a critical resource for economic growth and a better life. Several projects aimed at providing water 
for industrial and household use are in the implementation or planning phases around the country. 

Local government is everybody's business. We have to make it work. 

We have launched the 'Back to Basics' programme to promote good governance and effective administration 
through: 

• Cutting wastage, 

• Spending public funds prudently, 

• Hiring competent staff, and 

• Ensure transparency and 

• Accountability in municipalities. 

Countries of the developed North remain important strategic partners for South Africa through which the country is 
able to advance its national and foreign policy. We have a valuable partnership with the European Union in amongst 
others, the Infrastructure Investment Programme for South Africa valued at approximately Rl, 5 billion. 

The renewal of the African Growth and Opportunity Act beyond September 2015 and a pledge to support African- 
led peace initiatives in the continent are among the significant outcomes of the United States (US)-Africa Leaders' 
Summit held in the US last year. At a multilateral level, 2015 marks the 70th anniversary of the UN which brings into 
sharp focus the need to transform the UN Security Council and other international institutions. 

• National liberation heroes, Moses Kotane and JB Marks will be reburied in South Africa in March. We thank 
the government and people of the Russian Federation for looking after the remains of our heroes with 
dignity for so many decades.

6 March 2015 


The MEC for Local Government and Human Settlements will accordingly announce plans for provision of housing 
going forward and much tighter processes of managing the Provincial Housing beneficiary lists. The MEC shall give 
more details on the clean-up and verification process of all housing beneficiaries lists across municipalities, to ensure 
that only deserving people remain on the beneficiary lists. All public representative and government officials who 
are found to have allocated themselves RDP houses will be dealt with accordingly. 

Municipalities will be rewarded on the five key performance areas as follows: 

1. Financial management 

2. Basic service delivery 

3. Governance and administration 

4. Local Economic Development 

5. Public participation 
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A Provincial Training Academy will be established in the 2015/16 Financial Year to improve quality leadership and 
skills development in local government to the tune of R 2 million. In the context of introducing a shared services 
model, a decision has been taken for Department of Local Government and Human Settlements to take over refuse 
collection services from Mahikeng and Matlosana Local Municipalities. Hon Members, we pronounced last year on 
ambitious 4 cities development initiative targeting the creation of new cities in Taung, Mahikeng, Dr Kenneth Kaunda 
Metro and the new Bojanala Eco-Tourism City. The Eco-Tourism City will integrate existing Tourism and Conservation 
estate around the Pilanesberg, Madikwe, Moruleng and all neighbouring villages. 


Ward based planning model 

Hon Speaker, EXCO has adopted an unprecedented Ward Based Planning Model in the context of Setsokotsane 
which will integrate Provincial Annual Performance Plans (APP's) of Government Departments and Integrated 
Development Plans (IDP's) of municipalities. A consolidated Infrastructure Budget for the Province inclusive of all 
Provincial Departments and all 23 Municipalities across economic classification exceeds RIOObil lion over the 
MTEF.This budget will be used to fund construction of roads, water and sanitation, schools, health infrastructure, 
houses, agriculture, arts and tourism infrastructure across all 383 wards in the Province. 

Department of Water and Sanitation has made available Rl,9b to address various water and sanitation infrastructure 
challenges in the province. Projects are at different stages ranging from planning to implementation while some 
phases have been completed. This excludes commitments of R705m and R312m for Provincial Roads maintenance 
and construction funded through Presidential Infrastructure Coordinating Committee (PICC) under Strategic 
Infrastructure Projects Programme 4 (SIP 4). Successful implementation of these projects will to a greater extend 
address the current challenges of water supply at various areas such as Madibeng, Bloemhof, Schweizer Reneke, 
Setlagole, Mafikeng etc. 

The delivery model shall be through a shared services model coordinated by the Department of Finance, Economy 
and Enterprise Development. Whilst we encourage and promote investment in the Province and welcome the 
creation of much needed jobs, it is unacceptable that businesses like mines should receive first preference in the 
supply of public services like water at the expense of communities. Bokone-Bophirima Government will oppose 
renewal and issue of mining licences to all mines which do not comply 100% with Social Labour Plans. 

Economic development and energy challenges 

Processes of calling for partnerships with private entities and individuals in dealing with alternative energy sources 
are at an advanced stage to assist Government to develop and implement a comprehensive alternative energy 
strategy. Priority will be given to government buildings. We are already examining proposals submitted by emerging 
entrepreneurs in the fuel technology. Relevant industry players are being engaged to assist and facilitate Bokone- 
Bophirima ideas to be introduced into the energy retail sector. 

To overcome the challenges of poverty, unemployment and inequality which are complicated by sluggish economic 
growth, we have embarked on the necessary Rebranding, Repositioning and Renewal (RRR) of this Province as an 
instrument to implement the National Development Plan. In this regard amongst other things, we must strive at all 
times collectively, to be the best on all aspects of life as a Province. Mediocrity should not be our perpetual refuge 
of comfort. In pursuit of this excellence, we have placed Agriculture at the top of our economic development strategy, 
followed by Culture, Arts, and Tourism. 
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The strategic choice to the economy 

The Province will amongst others implement the following projects led by the Department of Rural, Environment & 
Agricultural Development. Food Security and Crop Massification Programme is budgeted at R28 million. 
Development of Livestock Breeding Material R3 million. A feedlot will be established in Mahikeng with a budget of 
R5 million. The resuscitation of the Taung Skull World Heritage is on track and we have allocated at least R50 million 
for the project.

360.Traditional Authorities need to be resourced with finances as well as skilled personnel in order that they can 
play a meaningful role in the development of their localities. 

As part of promoting Arts in public spaces a budget of R5million has been set aside for the Beautification of 
government buildings. Four Recording Studios will be established in all Districts as part of Rebranding, Repositioning 
and Renewal of Bokone-Bophirima.The Department will embark on a massive project to establish Arts & Culture 
Forums across all 383 wards in all municipalities, which once established will form 383 Arts & Culture Cooperatives 
to leverage opportunities in the sector. Department of Local Government and Human Settlements will be requested 
to identify and make available unoccupied RDP houses to be converted into 19 Municipal Recording Studios over 
the next five years. 

Bagaetsho, "A RE YENG BOKONE-BOPHIRIMA", Government through Tourism Department has already initiated a 
public process to call for proposals for the development of our Provincial Tourism Strategy as part of the ACT 
strategy. As a consequence of the reconfiguration of government Departments, Bokone-Bophirima Tourism Growth 
and Development Agency is also being established pending the finalisation of the Legislative legal process which will 
result in the promulgation of an Act of parliament that will split the tourism function from the current North West 
Parks & Tourism Board. 

The IDC in Bokone-Bophirima has committed itself to continue to develop and fund tourist attractions within the 
province, focussing on culture, accommodation services throughout the province with specific focus on villages, 
townships and small dorpies as part of radical economic transformation approach. 

Rebranding, repositioning and renewing villages, townships and small dorpies economies ( Triple R's) 

In order to reverse this apartheid pattern in which villages were seen merely as supply centres of cheap labour, we 
need to take bold and unpopular decisions to redirect development to areas where majority of our people reside. 
With this determination we will implement over the next three years deliberate programmes to foster development 
and growth in our villages, townships and small dorpie leveraging from the BRICS initiatives. People basically go to 
town to access the following amenities, shopping for groceries, banking services, postal services, social services, 
schools, government meetings, workshops, hair salons, transport, arts & cultural activities, connecting to other etc. 
It is possible to provide all these services in the villages if our political will is backed-up by necessary redirection of 
resources. 

In our endeavour to respond to these challenges, government will: 
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• Direct 70% of the procurable items to villages, townships and small dorpies 

• Create cooperatives for bulk buying and establishment of massive warehouses for vendors 
operating in the taxi ranks. 

• Deploy Community Development Workers to collate information about all formal and informal 
businesses operating in villages, townships and small dorpies in all 383 wards by end of April 
2015. 

This process will assist with the development of the Village, Township and Small Dorpies Enterprise Development 
Strategy (VTSDES) will provide practical interventions for all types of business which would include tuck shop and 
taxi rank economy. 


Following the tabling of the Minister of Finance's Budget Speech and announcement of Provincial Budget cuts, 
EXCO has taken a decision for MEC's including the Premier to provide and pay for all catering needs in Government 
meetings using personal resources.This decision will be extended to cover all senior managers in Government from 
Director level upwards. 

Revenue enhancement measures 

To further enhance revenue collection measures, the following actions will be implemented: 

• All civil servants will be encouraged to register their vehicles in Bokone-Bophirima; 

• Ensure that Businesses operating in Bokone-Bophirima and National Government Departments register 
their vehicles in the province 

• As part of enhancing efficiency in Government Services we will introduce a more enhanced fleet 
management services for both Executive and Government fleet in general. 

• Investigate the possible introduction of a Provincial Tax Legislation to raise revenue for the Provincial 
Revenue Account. 

We will welcome additional suggestions from communities on more measures to raise revenue. 

The Premier will be a lead champion of the Saamwerk-Saamtrek engagement forums with the Afrikaner communities 
of Bokone-Bophrima to send a clear message that this Province, belongs to all who live in It, Black and White. We 
congratulate the Afrikaner Community of Bokone-Bophirima for their proactive cooperation and embrace of the 50- 
50 model presented by Minister Gugile Nkwinti. However, more still needs to be done to improve both the situation 
and relations between some farmers and their farm workers.

The water tank sizes ranges from 5000 to 10 000 litres each (All has a total capacity of 260 000 litres). The 34 Wesizwe tanks are located in various locations or sections 
within Ledig and Mohobieskraal communities. The tanks are each filled twice a daily basis, seven days per week, 365 days per year. Wesizwe has also undertakes 
maintenance of all the water tanks to ensure that in good condition. Even with the challenges of vandalism and stealing of pipes and taps, Wesizwe staff undertakes daily 
site visits to all water tanks to monitor the water delivery service and to update the community of any concerns. Wesizwe have started to consult with community ward 
committee members and local councillors to facilitate the formation of a project steering committee in each community section to monitor and report on the water 
delivery service. This initiative is as an interim solution to the current solution to water challenges within the area, whilst awaiting implementation of the Bulk Water
